When  it  w  pledged  by  the  Govern- 
ment It  Is  axiomatic  that  It  becomee  a  first 
mortgage  on  the  commercial  enterprises  that 
develop  wealth.  The  Government  goes  on  pledg- 
ing that  credit  to  Justify  its  policy  In  the  opera- 
tion of  the  Canadian  National  Railways   it  re- 
fuses to  acquiesce  in  unification  of  control  of  the 
two  transcontinental  systems  so  that  wanton 
expenditures  could  be  eliminated.   It  continues 
to  divert  capital  mto  the  public  treasury,  capital 
wt^ch  otherwise  would  be  utilised  as  consuming 
power    The  policy,  .so  far  a.i  the  best  u.ie  of 
national  credit  is  cuncerned,  is  one  essentially 
unhappy,  and  It  Is  having  unhappy  results.  It 
is  the  condition  of  the  railways,  more  tlinti  any- 
thing else,  that  is  standing  in  the  way  of  the 
Domlnlon'a  recovery  of  proeperity.  Ultimately 
the  taxpayer.s  a,s  a  whole  will  rome  to  thia  reaal- 
xatlon  and  demand  a  solution  of  the  problem 
which  at  present  is  being  evaded  by  every 
political  party. 


Canada,  he  l.s  not  wIlllnR  to  make  tho.se  resources 
more  formidable  by  allowing  Oreat  Britain  to 
train  a  percentage  of  air  pUota  In  the  Dominion. 
What  Is  happening  is  that  Canada  is  loainK  litiu- 
dreds  of  her  young  and  virile  citizens  who  are 
going  to  the  Motherland  to  Und  service  in  the 
Royal  Air  Force.  They  would  be  kept  at  home  if 
the  iioyal  Air  Force  were  allowed  to.tttabllsh 
a  training  school  in  the  DomMlon. 

"This,"  says  The  Ottawa  Journal,  "Is  not  a 
question  of  Britain  establishing  military  bases  or 
unltsJn  Canada  for  ordinary  purposes  in  ordinary 
times.

nOAPINO  TAXATION 


It  has  been  declared  again  and  again  by 
BngUsh  courts  that  the  legal  aroidanee  of  taxes 

is  not  an  Immoral  act,  that,  in  f;u  t.  it  Is  Justi- 
fiable, ^ome  ten  years  ago'  Lord  Sunuicr,  corti- 
menting  on  persons  who  dispose  of  their  property 
so  as  to  avoid  death  duties,  said:  "They  incur 
no  legal  penalties  and.  strictly  speaking,  no  moral 
censure  if.  having  considered  the  lines  drawn  by 
the  Legislature  fur  the  imposition  of  taxes,  they 
make  it  tlieir  business  to  walk  outside  them." 
People  are  weU  within  their  rights  In  Ihsurlng 
by  arrangement  that  pri^MC^  falls  outside  the 
icope  of  Uxlng  acU.  Of  this  the  Earl  of  Halsbury 
■aid:  *Yeople  are  nlo^, bound  to  continue  in  the 
same  coiulUi.m  of  things,  either  Us  regards  their 
direct  or  Indirect  taxation,  which  will  rmdrr 
tlthbr  the  consumption  of  arUfcles  in  the  one 
caAi  I  t  he  property  ihey  have  in  Ihe  other  always 
liable  to  taxation."'  [ 

There  are  many  Judgments  Ithat  might  be 
quoted  and  Judicial  opinions  glvon  to  show  thai 
there  is  nothhig  immoral  in  thfe  avoidanre  nf 
taxation.  Lord  Macnaghten  said:  "No  one  may 
act  In  contravention  of  the  law;  but  no  one  is 
bound  to  leave  hl.'^  property  at  tho  merry  of  the 
revenue  authorities  if  hr  <  .m  loRally  escape  their 
grasp.  '  Lord  Tomlln  remarked:  "Every  man  is 
entitled.  If  he  ran,  to  order  hi.s  affairs  so  that 
the  tax  attached  under  the  appropriate  acts  is 
less  than  it  would  otherwise  be.  Zf  he  succeeds 
in  ordering  them  so  as  to  .'»erure  this  re.'^ult  then, 
however  unappreciatlve  the  Commissioners  of 
Inland  Revenue  or  his  fellow-taxpayars  may  be 
of  his  intfRrity,  ha  eaanot  ba  eompalled  to  pay 
ail  Increased  tax. " 

The  Portatihtly  Law  Journal  quotes  the  case 
of  the  Attorney-General  v.  Duke  of  Rl(  hmond. 
when  Lord  Atkinson,  in  the  course  of  his  Judg- 
mant  said:  "It  is  admitted  that  the  motive  which 
prompted  the  late  Duke  to  enter  Into  these  trans- 
actions was  to  relieve  from  the '-payment  of  estate 
duty  thee*  estataa  whieh  upon  his  death  would 
pass  to  another  or  to  others  That  motive  doe* 
not.  however,  vitiate  the  transactions,  no  more 
than  it  vitiates  a  voluntary  allehatfdh  of  prop- 
erty made  with  the  .same  purpo.se  and  object 
twelve  months  before  a  donors  death.  Just  as 

.Jbere  la  nothing.  Ulegjil  or  immoral  In  making 
such  A  Klff.  or  In  llvlh«  f.n  twi-lve  months  after- 
wards so  as  to  make  the  gift  an  effectual  mean.s 
jf  escape  from  death  duties,  so  there.  Is  ln_  my 
Jplnlori.  nothlnj'  llleRal  ox  Immoral  in  makmf 
the  dispositions  of  property  which  Were  made 
n  this  ca^."  The  conclusion  to  be  reached  from 

Hhese  various  opinions  and  Judgments  Is  that 
*  U  not  evading  an  act  of  a  Ugislature  to  keep 
Mitaide  it.  You  can  do  what  it  does  not  say 
utpressly  that  you  may  not  do. 


A  heated  discussion  ensued  dturing  the  late 

session  of  the  Federal  Parliament  on  the  subject 
of  electoral  corruption,  and  recriminations  were 
bandied  to  and  fro  on  the  floor  of  the  House  of 
Commons.  The  Government  launched  an  elec- 
toral reform  bill,  but  It  seems  to  have-  fallen  by 
the  wayside.  It  is  a  matter  of  common  knowledge 
that  political  corruption  prevails  In   the  Do- 
minion. It  is  devised  even  on  a  national  scale 
by  a  Oevarnment  during  the  coturse  of  an  elec- 
tion campalKn.  and  there  ha.s  never  been  a  sug- 
gestion in  Parliament  that  this  practice  should 
be  stopped  by  legislation.'  The  late  session  might 
have  been  made  memorable  had  legislation  been 
passed  to  make  electoral  corruption  Impossible, 
either  by  bidividuals  or  a  political  party.  As  It 
was.  all  that  wa.s  done  relatlnK  to  elections  was 
the  passage  of  an  Idiotic  and  fragmentary  bill 
telling  the  Press  when  It  could  not  print  elecUon 
returns  whlrh  are  to  be  nrw.s  when  available  In 
soxne  parts  of  Canada  and  not  in  others. 


It  Is  a  blatant  move  of  the  Communists  to
